A REMARKABLE CRIMINAL WHO WAS 


KNOWN AS LOUIS THE ROBBER— 


• 
HIS HIDING PLAGE IN THE 


MOUNTAIN. 


D<wk! Lewis, the robber and counter- 


feiter, was described by (J. IX Hishel, 
wlio wrote a history about him, as the 
"Terror o£ the Cumberland Valley." 
lie had his haunts in the mountain re- 
gions which commence iu the northern 
end of Adams county, and is supposed 
to have committed some of his depreda- 
tions and crimes on the people of this 
county. Kishel speaks of the regions 
about Cat lisle, Charnbersburg, Shippens- 
burg and others of our neighboi iiig towns 
as having been frequently visited by 
Lewis. Lewis died in the jail in Jielle- 
fonte, July 13, 1820, Itishel says. The 
following from the Plata. Tiine-i, of 
Aug. 80th : 


The rock-seamed mountains ot Cen- 


tral Pennsylvania, in many places to-day 
covered with a mantle of primeval for- 
est, nave ever been the haunts of those 
who feared the justice of men, or who 
cared not for the alliliations of civili/,a- 
lion. Even io-day the criminal who 
has reason to fear the ollicers of the law 
has but to seek the rock strewn fastness- 
es of the mountains, and there if he can 
but (ind subsistence he can safely defy 
all pursuit. 


The early history of Pennsylvania 


abounds in picturesque characters, but 
there were none more so than he who 
was simply known as Louis the Robber. 
About the end of the (irst quarter of the 
present century he made his appearance 
in the wilds of the Alleghenies, and for 
ten years he was the worst feared char- 
acter in the country. So strongly did he 
impress his character upon the simple 
folk whose bones lie thereabout that 
even at this present day there are those 
who love to relate his deeds of daring 
and his many simple acts of kindness. 


Who or what "Louis the Robber" was 


is wrapped in impenetrable mystery. 
Some say that he was an English noble- 
man who adopted this means of living 
after 
squandering 
his inheritance. 


Others claim that he was the son of a 
wealthy Philadelphia merchant, and that 
he was outlawed through some act of 
youthful imprudence. 
However this 


may be, it is certain that he WHS a man 
of more than ordinary address and edu- 
cation, and with some accomplishments 
he combined a certain rugged nobility of 
nature which kept him from degenerate 
ing into a mere cutthroat and murderer. 
The legends of the country folk describe 
him as being a handsome man with long 
ionde hair and moustache. About six 
feet in height, he was broad of shoulder 
and of exceptional strength and agility. 


Louis is remembered best by his kind- 


ness to the poor. If sickness or famine 
visited the home of the sturdy back- 
woodsman, the 
family 
would 
often 


awake some morning to find a bag of 
gold lyins? on the kitchen table. 
1 f some 


small farmer's harvest failed and left 
!iim with ruin staring him in the face 
,he open hand of Lmiis was sure to alle- 
viate his suffering by a generous dona- 
tion of his ill-gotten gains, yet, while 
,he recipient of his bounty was always 
morally certain from whence the money 
came, he «an nevtr sure, for the reason 


t Louis did his good deeds as he did 


those of a more questionable nature— 
inder the cover of daiknesK arid by 
stealth. 


A story of the wayward Louis which 


best depicts his character is to the effect 
that one day after a weary ride of many 
miles in flight of the olficers of the law 
le dismounted in front of an humble 
:ottage and went in to ask for food. He 
found in the cottage a widow with a 
number of children playing about, the 
furniture and belongings indicating the 
direst poverty. 
Upon proffering his re- 


quest for food the woman told him tear- 
fully that she had but a little Hour and a 
few potatoes in the house and that she 
tnew not where to get more to keep the 
children from starvation. 
Hisr tale 


moved the heart of the fugitive lo tend- 
erness. He assured the woman that she 
would lose nothing by getting him some- 
thing to eat, so she finally reluctantly 
prepared him a few "hoe cakes," with 
jotatoes. While he ate she told him her 
solitary cow was to be taken that day 
for debt, and that thereafter she had 
lothing but starvation to expect for 
lerself and the children. After inquir- 
ng the amount of the debt for which 
the cow was to be taken Louis reached 
nto his pouch and taking out a handful 
of gold tossed it into the astonished 
woman's lap. Finishing his humble re- 
past he gravely wished her uood day and 
departed. 


Once ontside, the brigand hid his horse 


n the underbrush and awaited the ap- 
pearance of the man who was mean 
enough to take a widow's only cow for 
debt. The fellow came, went into the 
louse, and came out with his debt in 
gold. At a solitary point on the high- 


•ay Louis pounced upon him, stripped 


him of his money and gave him a good 
beating beside. 
Returning with the 


Honey to the widow he laid the shining 
coins on the table, adding a few more for 
good luck. Then without a word he 
mounted his steed and rode away. 


The retreat of this modern Dick Tur- 


)in was on a mountain top near the bor- 
ders of Huntingdon and Blair counties. 
Here may yet be seen the ruins of what 
was his rude cottage, built of rough 
hewn logs and rocks. Here he lived a 
ife of solitude, with no other compan- 
onship than the glories of nature and 
lis coal black steed. Many people sup- 
pose that he accumulated great treasure 
and that it lies buried somewhere«n this 
rugged peak, but all elTorts made to un- 
earth it have proved unavailing. It is 
more than likely that he never aecumu- 
ated money to any large amount, or, if 


did, he wasted it in riotous living 


when he made trips to near-by towns— 
as be some times did, though always in 
disguise. 


The death of Louis was tragic, though 


n keeping with his wild life. A paying 
clerk in one of the iron furnaces in the 
jentral portion of the State, while re- 
turning from Pittsburg with a large sum 
of money on his person, was held up by 
uonis and robbed of the treasure. Sur- 
prised at first, the clerk gave up the 
noney without a word when he felt the 
cold muzzle of a pistol presented against 
lis temple. 
However, in a moment 


when Louis was off bis guard, the clerk 
snatched Che pistol from his hand and 
shot him in the side. A desperate light 
then ensued on the highway for the pos- 
session of the money. -Though wound- 
ed and bleeding, thu buudit was still 


possessed of great strength, and for a 
time held his own against the plucky 
cleik. 
Finding his sirengtli failing, the 


bandit in diapair plucked a knife, from 
his belt and stabbed his antagonist to 
the heart. 


This murder—Louis' first and List 


one—raised a gieat hue and cry through- 
out the district. Posses were organised 
to scour the country, and Louis w 
driven from one hiding place to another, 
and managed to eseai>e for several weeks, 
finally reaching his solitary haunt on the 
mountain top. Here he would probably 
have remained undiscovered had not the 
secret of his hiding place been divulged 
by a woodman who knew of it. 
K.irly 


one morning, while sitting on a great 
rock in front of his cabin, Louis was 
surprised to see a party of ollicers com- 
inu up the path toward his domicile 
Though his wound wasslill unhealed, he 
immediately took to the brush, with the 
officers iu hot pursuit. Over rocks and 
logs the chase led for miles through the 
clinging underbrush, but in his weaken- 
ed condition Louis could not run with 
his accustomed hardihood. 
IIis pur- 


suers, however, fell off one bv one, till 
none was left save a strapping back- 
woodsman, who kept hot on the scent. 


Finally the pursuer and the pursued 


reached a rugged portion of the moun- 
tain, where the great rocks were seamed 
and torn with gaping chasms. 
Here 


the bandit's strength began lo fail him 
rapidly, and his pursuer came almost 
near enough to reach him with his hand. 
Reaching a great chasm twenty feet 
across, Louis gathered himself together 
and with a mighty effort sprang across 
to the rock beyond and sank in a heap, 
while the blood gushed from his mouth 
and nostrils. The hardy backwoodsman 
paused jn admiration. lie dared not at- 
tempt the leap, so he called out and de- 
manded Louis' surrender. 
The latter 


lay white and dying on the rock beyond, 
but when he heard the demand for his 
surrender, he raised himself on his elbow 
and gasped out with a magnificent dash 
of his wild courage: 


*KJorne and take me; but you'll never 


take me alive!" 


His words were true, for when the 


backwoodsman crossed the gully farther 
down and went to where Louis lav he 
found him quite dead. The great effort 
he made to leap the chasm reopened his 
wound, which bled internally, causing 
death in a few moments.

THE FATX OF PRICES. 


The record of export prices, while il- 


lustrating the effect of manifest causes 
in lowering values of farm products, 
shows neither a uniform reduction nor a 
permanent and continuous decline. 
It 


does not. threaten the farmer with a slid- 
ing scale leading to collapse and bank- 
ruptcy. A large element in the reduc- 
tion has been the lessened cost of trans- 
portation, narrowing the margin between 
eastern and western prices, sometimes 
helping the prairie farmer while hurting 
his brother of the sea-coast. 
Another 


cause, over-production, applies only to 
certain crops—a few great staples. The 
following export prices, as compiled from 
ofUcial records from the Cincinnati Pri'c 
Current, show a heavy decline as com- 
pared with previous decades, and some 
falling oft as compared with last year 
for all products named except wheat, 
ilour and cotton:

Tliere has been little decline in menls 


jtnd m lobucco. Salted beet' st.uuls at 
tli« average of the preceding decade. 
Mutter and cheese are materially leiltie- 
ed. The heaviest decline is in cereals 
and cotton, the result of over-production. 
Jt is plainly seen that there is uniform- 
ity in the price reduction. 


There has been little if any change in 


the price of tobacco in n quarter of a 
century, though a comparison with the 
previous quarter would show an increase. 
Cheese has declined because of inferior 
average quality and the bad repute due 
to the sale of tilled cheese. H utter is 
lower because we export only low quali- 
ties, while other nations sell superior 
grades. Meats have declined somewhat, 
as compared with the earlier decade of 
relative scarcity, in this country and 
Europe, but not much in the past twelve 
years. Wheat is higher than last year, 
but materially lower than in the seven- 
ties and eighties, because of larger pro- 
duction in Kussia and Argentina. Corn 
doubled in value in a single year, and its 
price depends mainly on the quantity 
grown iu this country. Cotton is an- 
other crop that depends on little else 
than production in the United States, 
and the consumption in the mills of 
JHirope and this country. 


The course oC prices in interior markets 


is often attended with extreme fluctua- 
tion. A study of Chicago stock ex- 
change prices piesents some remarkaHe 
vagaiies. For No. i1 corn, the lowest 
since ISGO was 20 cents in ISiil, though 
the highest latp of the same v ear was -Jo. 
The highest in this long peiiod was 112 
cents in ]S07, with 5Gi as the lowest 
quotation of the same year. The lowest 
in ISOS was just twice that of ISO:.'. 
The 


lowest quotation for Xo. 2 oats was la 
iu 1SS1, next was l(i inlWiOand 1SC2, 
and IU! in JSiW. The highest in the 
period was an in 1804, SI in isti-l, 7-1 in 
ISGh. In 14 years the highest quotation 
was at least twice that of the lowest in 
the same year, showing the extreme 
lange of speculative prices.

Crops and Markets. 


Additional reports of injury to wheat 


in .shock come from tiie \Vest <uid tend 
to lower expectations of available yield. 
Tlip visible supply continues to decline 
It ,vas lowest, last year, August -21, at 
::-"),Of>S.Onu bushels, but is now about ten 
millions more. The record of the week'b 
trading shows about one cent advance, 
the Chicago quotation for Thursday clos- 
ing at 5(1} cents. There will be mucl 
grain in the winter wheat region of low 
grade. Indiana and Illinois millers are 
sending West for better cjualities of cus- 
tom milling. 
In Kansas the crop, esti 


mated by the State Hoard iit liO.LViS, U'j 
bushels, at !) 11 bushels per aero, with a 
lange from next to nothing in the soutii- 
western counties to :3 bushels iu some 
of tlie eastern, is of medium quality or 
iower, except about one-fifth in the dis- 
tricts of largest production. Tne failure 
w:is due not merely to lack of moisture 
but to "strange and unexDlaiueii .itmcja- 
pheiicconditions, blasting and withering 
the plants from the tops downwaul he- 
loie and at the time of heading, in fields 
that were the most promising." 


The corn crop has ripened very early, 


and already is made in the South and 
Middle West, except that which was. 
planted 'r.te. In the area of uiuiVni,, '' 
comprising Kansas, parts of Arkansas 
and Mississippi, western Tennessee and 
southeastern Missouri, the injury has 
been very severe, and the home supply 
will be very short, creating necessity for 
heavy shipments from Uie western com 
belt. 
Elsewhere a large yield is assured, 


and the concurrence ot two bountiful 
crops depresses the market, which closed 
i>n Wednesday at Chicago at L>1: cents. 


Notwithstanding the injury to oats, 


the crop is so large that the Chicago quo- 
tation is reduced to 1G cents, from nt 
two weeks ago, tbe highest recent (inota- 
t'on. —CViJifiv/- G.ntionuii, Sept. M.

FERTIIJZKKS ON WUEAT. 
A late bulletin of the Ohio Experi- 


ment Station gives the results of experi- 
ments with fertilizers for the seven 
years, 1SSO to 1895, inclusive. In the 
averapre of these seven years, the wheat 
gro-Ku continuously on the same land at 
Colatubus yielded 25 bushels per acre, 
and -his yield was increased five to six 
bushels in the average by the use of fer- 
tilizers. 


Throughout the seven-year test, it was 


observed that fertilizers carrying phos- 
phoric acid produced a marked increase 
of plant growth iu the fall, and it was 
hoped that, in seasons of severe winter- 
killing, snch fertilizers might enable the 
.plant successfully to resist the adverse 
climatic influences; but, in 1890, the 
yield of the unfertilized plats having 
fallen to leas than a half bushel per acre, 
the largest increase made by any fertili- 
zer was not more than three bushels. 


In the experiments at Wooster, where 


wheat is grown iu rotation with corn, 
oats, clover and timothy, three crops 
have now been harvested. In 1S94 there 
was no increase, in 1895 the increase on 
the plats receiving a complete fertiliser 
averaged nearly eight bushels over an 
unrei till zed yield of three bushels ; while 
in 1S9«, UJB wintei-killing being almost 
complete, the unfertilized yield has aver- 
aged but a bushel to the acre, and the 
increase over this has been less than six 
bushels. 


The feitiliztirs which have produced 


the largest increase of wheat have been 
complete fertilizers, conlainiiignitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash, all three. 
The average inciease of wheat alone has 
not paid for the fertilizer, lit present 
prices, but the increase in tliB grass crop 
following the wheat has in some cases 
more than made up the loss on wheat. 


The clover sown in March, 1895, in 


this rotation made a good citch, and 
maintained its hold throughout the sea- 
son, notwithstanding the 
unfavorable 


conditions, and in the fall the growth on 
the unfertilized plats appeared even bet- 
ter than where fertilizers have been ait- 
plied to the wheat. 


During the winter,however, Iheclover 


was badly heaved out, the destruction 
being much more complete on the un- 
fertilized plats, and these finally gave an 
average yield of less than fifteen hun- 
dred pounds of hay per acre, a large por- 
tion of which was ragweed, while eight 
plals leceiving a complete fertilizer, us- 
ed at the rate of about 400 pounds per 
acre, gave double this yield, of hay free 
from weeds, and two plats, dressed with 
barnyard manure at the average rate of 
six tons per acre, gave an average in- 
crease ot more than a ton per acre, or a 
total yield of a ion and three quarters.
